PETITION UNDER 37 CFR SI .135(a) TO REVIVE ABANDONED APPLICATION FOR 

REISSUE 

Applicants request withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment mailed July 14, 2008 and 
reinstatement of the application for reissue, which is understood to otherwise stand in condition 
for allowance. 

In the Notice of Abandonment, the application is, held abandoned for failure to timely file 
a proper reply to the Office letter mailed on March 14, 2005, noting that a reply placing the < . 
application in condition for allowance was only received on February 17, 2006. However, 
Applicants filed timely responses to the Office letter of March 14, 2005 and subsequent 
Advisory Action of April 28 ,2005, the responses being entered by the Office on April 4, 2005 
and May 18, 2005. Both responses were directed solely to placing the remaining claims in 
condition to be allowed, based on the Examiner's indication of allowability. The response 
entered on May 18, 2005 also addressed the Examiner's inquiry about support for an amended 
claim. 
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On the basis of these exchanges with the Examiner, the Applicants understood that the 
application was in condition to be allowed. 

Subsequently, only on January 31, 2006, a further Advisory Action was mailed, noting, in 
the Continuation of 13. Other: 

Upon review, it is noted that the amenmdment [sic] of 01/29/02, which added 
claims, does not comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b). Since applicant was not informed 
of this previous, applicant is instructed to PROMPTLY respond to this notice. It is 
noted that the case must be in proper condition since, [sic] the period of response 
has expired. 

Applicants submitted the requested amendment on February 17, 2006. 
Notice of abandonment was mailed on July 14, 2008, apparently as a result of telephone 
inquiries into the status of the application. 

On the basis of the above, Applicants request withdrawal of the Notice of Abandonment 
and reinstatement of the application for allowance.
